INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

New  Padlocks  for  the  Meat  Inspection  Service. 

The  Bureau  has  adopted  a  new  padlock  for  use  in  official  establishments  and  will 
issue  them  upon  regular  requisition.  One  master  key  will  be  furnished  for  the 
inspector  in  charge,  and  if  more  are  needed  he  should  specify  the  number  and 
explain  the  necessity.  This  lock  was  selected  from  among  the  best  on  the  market 
and  is  expected  to  give  satisfaction.  No  steel  or  other  corroding  metal  enters  into 
its  construction.  No  oil  should  be  used  on  the  locks,  but  if  they  are  found  to  work 
stiffly  they  should  be  dipped  in  gasoline.  The  locks  and  keys  are  expensive  and 
employees  are  cautioned  to  exercise  care  in  their  use.  Inspectors  in  charge  are 
directed  to  report  immediately  the  loss  of  any  key  or  lock  or  damage  to  a  lock. 
Where  loss  or  damage  is  due  to  the  negligence  of  an  employee  he  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  value  of  the  key  or  lock. 

Inspection  of  Sweet  Pickled  and  Smoked  Meats. 

On  account  of  the  approaching  warm  weather  special  attention  should  be  given  to 
inspecting  meats  such  as  those  which  have  been  sweet  pickled  and  smoked.  Inspect- 
ors in  charge  will  require  employees  to  devote  as  much  time  as  possible  to  this  work, 
and  if  each  piece  can  not  be  inspected  as  large  a  percentage  as  possible  should  be 
inspected.  If  the  managements  of  official  establishments  do  not  provide  competent 
inspection,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Bureau  to  furnish  additional  meat  inspectors. 

Ink  for  Marking  Cured  Meats. 

Many  inquiries  are  received  from  inspectors  concerning  the  use  of  various  inks  for 
marking  cured  meats.  The  regular  purple  branding  ink  furnished  by  the  Bureau 
will  give  satisfactory  results  when  applied  to  meats  with  a  metal  brand  after  soaking 
and  just  before  going  into  smoke,  provided  the  excess  of  moisture  on  the  surface  of 
the  meat  is  removed  by  scraping  or  otherwise.  It  has  been  recently  found  that  when 
5  per  cent  of  lampblack  is  added  to  the  regular  branding  ink  a  darker  colored  mark 
will  be  secured.  Inspectors  in  charge  may  permit  the  use  of  the  regular  purple 
branding  ink,  or  this  ink  with  5  per  cent  of  pure  lampblack  added,  for  marking  cured 
meats.  It  is  not  permissible  to  use  other  inks  for  marking  inspected  and  passed 
meats. 

Use  of  "F.  L.  P."  on  Meats  Prohibited. 

Inspectors  are  advised  that  a  substance  known  as  "F.  L.  P.,"  manufactured  by 
the  Preservaline  Manufacturing  Company,  of  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  sold  as  a  meat- 
curing  agent,  has  been  found  to  contain  borax.  Its  use  on  meats  and  meat  food 
products  is  therefore  prohibited  by  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 
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Reporting  Transfer  of  Unmarked  Inspected  Meat. . 

The  transfer,  either  by  car  or  wagon,  of  inspected  and  passed  meat  which  does 
not  bear  the  mark  of  inspection,  from  one  official  establishment  to  another  at  the 
same  station  (as  well  as  between  stations),  in  accordance  with  Regulation  25,  section 
12,  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  should  be  reported  to  the  Washington  office  promptly  on 
I.  D.  Form  109F. 

Meats  Prepared  Prior  to  October  1,  1906. 

Referring  to  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  of  April  15,  1908,  on  the 
subject  of  "  Meats  prepared  prior  to  October  1,  1906,"  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat 
inspection  may  consider  this  as  special  permission  under  which  an  official  establish- 
ment may  ship  to  or  receive  from  another  official  establishment  canned  meat  food 
products  prepared  prior  to  October  1,  1906,  representative  samples  of  which  are 
known  to  have  been  chemically  examined  by  the  Department  and  found  to  contain 
no  substance  prohibited  by  the  regulations. 

The  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  at  which  the  consignor  establishment  is 
located  shall  report  promptly  by  letter  to  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  station  at 
which  the  consignee  establishment  is  located  each  shipment  made  under  this  special 
permission,  such  report  to  contain  the  name  of  the  product,  number  of  cases,  number 
and  weight  of  cans  in  each  case,  and  date  of  shipment.  A  copy  of  this  report  shall 
be  mailed  promptly  to  the  Washington  office. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  products  prepared  prior  to  October  1,  1906,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  movement  of  any  which  have  become  unsound,  unwholesome, 
or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food. 

Marking  Containers  of  Inedible  Fats. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  advised  that  under  paragraph  6,  section 
19,  Regulation  25  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  150  (Amendment  1),  the  ends  of  the  containers  of 
inedible  grease,  inedible  tallow,  or  other  inedible  fat  which  has  not  been  denatured 
shall  be  painted  white  and  conspicuously  stenciled  or  burned  with  the  true  name  of 
the  product  and  the  word  "inedible." 

Respecting  the  requirement  of  paragraph  5,  section  19,  Regulation  25,  under  which 
denaturing  is  necessary,  it  will  be  observed  that  no  reference  is  made  to  marking  the 
containers  of  an  inedible  product  which  has  been  denatured.  This  point,  however, 
so  far  as  official  establishments  are  concerned,  is  covered  by  paragraph  7,  section  4, 
Regulation  23,  which  reads:  "Final  containers,  such  as  tierces,  shall  be  appropri- 
ately marked  on  both  ends  immediately  after  filling."  The  Bureau  rules  that  under 
this  requirement  the  ends  of  the  containers  of  inedible  grease,  inedible  tallow,  or 
other  inedible  fats,  including  condemned  products,  shall  be  painted  white  and  con- 
spicuously stenciled  or  burned  with  the  true  name  of  the  product  and  the  word 

' '  INEDIBLE. ' ' 

Reporting  Smoked  or  Boiled  Meats. 

The  smoking  or  boiling  of  meat  or  meat  food  products  is  considered  "processing ' ' 
under  the  regulations,  and  should  be  carefully  supervised  by  a  Bureau  employee. 
All  meats  so  treated  should  be  reported  on  I.  D.  Form  130,  under  the  head  of 
"  Miscellaneous  products." 

Defective  Reports  on  I.  D.  Form  112F. 

Many  reports  on  I.  D.  Form  112F  are  received  which  are  not  signed  by  the 
veterinary  inspector  and  do  not  give  the  establishment  number  nor  the  date. 
These  items  should  be  given,  and  the  species  of  animal  should  be  shown  in  the 
upper  left-hand  corner  of  the  report. 
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Reports  of  Post-Mortem  Examination  of  Tuberculous  Cattle. 

Bureau  Circular  ZY-329,  of  May  21,  1908,  relates  only  to  carcasses  of  cattle . 
Reports  on  I.  D.  Form  112D,  covering  the  final  post-mortem  examination  of  car- 
casses of  cattle  retained  for  tuberculosis,  should  show  the  sex  of  the  animal  and  the 
general  appearance  of  the  carcass,  classing  it  as  "Good,"  "Fair,"  or  "Poor,"  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Revised  I.  D.  Forms  110E  and  130. 

I.  D.  Forms  HOE  and  130  have  been  revised.  The  revised  blanks  will  be  distrib- 
uted to  all  meat-inspection  stations  before  July  1  next,  and  on  and  after  that  date 
they  shall  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  forms  at  present  designated  by  those  numbers.  The 
supply  of  the  latter  remaining  on  hand  at  the  close  of  business  on  June  30  should  be 
destroyed. 


ASSAULT  ON  BUREAU  INSPECTOR  PUNISHED. 

In  the  Federal  court  at  Indianapolis  on  May  20  last,  Fred  Waldsmith  and  Edward 
Clouser,  employees  of  W.  0.  Routh  &  Co.  (establishment  No.  592),  Logansport,  Ind., 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  assault  upon  United  States  Meat  Inspector  David  M . 
Coppock  while  in  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and  were  fined  by  the  court. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substance  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Dayton's  Disinfectant  Daytholeum  No.  1,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by 
W.  H.  Dayton,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Dayton's  Disin- 
fectant Daytholeum  No.  1  to  not  more  than  56  gallons  of  water. 

This  dip  should  not  be  confused  with  Dayton's  Disinfectant  Daytholeum,  the  use 
of  which  was  authorized  in  official  dipping  by  Service  Announcements  of  September 
16,  1907,  page  7.  Only  those  packages  which  are  labeled  Dayton's  Disinfectant 
Daytholeum  No.  1  may  be  diluted  in  proportion  of  1  gallon  to  56  gallons  of  water. 
Packages  labeled  Dayton's  Disinfectant  Daytholeum  should  be  used  only  in  the  pro- 
portion of  1  gallon  to  49  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 

Change  in  Name  of  Dip. 

"  Creaseptic. 'n — The  name  of  "Creoltin,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  the  use  of  which 
was  authorized  by  Service  Announcements  of  September  16,  1907,  page  7,  has  been 
changed  to  "Creaseptic."  The  dilution  permitted  is  1  gallon  of  Creaseptic  to  70 
gallons  of  water,  instead  of  1  gallon  of  Creoltin  to  74  gallons  of  water. 

Change  in  Name  of  Manufacturer. 

UB.  C.  Cresol  Dip." — The  name  of  the  manufacturer  of  this  dip,  the  use  of  which 
was  authorized  by  Service  Announcements  of  April  15,  1908,  page  40,  has  been 
changed  from  Burns-Caldwell  (Incorporated)  to  Foster  Burns  &  Co.,  and  the  latter 
name  will  in  future  be  shown  on  the  label. 
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DIPPING  CATTLE  FOR  SCABIES. 

As  neither  B.  A.  I.»  Order  143  nor  recent  instructions  concerning  the  preparation 
and  application  of  dips  specifies  the  time  that  cattle  shall  be  held  in  the  dip, 
employees  are  advised  that  cattle  which  have  been  exposed  to  scabies  but  are  not 
themselves  affected  with  the  disease  should,  after  being  thoroughly  immersed,  be 
passed  through  the  vat  without  holding.  Cattle  affected  with  scabies  should  receive 
special  attention  by  applying  the  dip  from  a  hose  or  bucket  to  the  neck,  withers,  and 
back,  where  the  disease  usually  appears,  and  also  by  scrubbing  these  parts  as  the 
animals  pass  through  the  vat. 

When  an  emulsion  of  Beaumont  crude  petroleum  or  similar  oil  is  used  for  the 
treatment  of  cattle  for  scabies,  it  is  only  necessary  that  all  parts  of  the  skin  and  hair 
of  the  animals  treated  be  thoroughly  wet  with  the  emulsion,  which  the  inspector 
must  see  is  kept  thoroughly  mixed  at  all  times. 

Great  care  shall  be  exercised  in  the  handling  of  animals  suffering  from  debility, 
and  they  should  be  dipped  only  when  provision  is  made  for  their  subsequent  care 
until  they  have  fully  recovered  from  the  effect  of  the  treatment. 

The  provisions  of  Regulation  34,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143,  should  be  construed  to  apply 
to  cattle  as  well  as  to  sheep. 


RECOMMENDATION  OF  DIPS  BY  EMPLOYEES  FORBIDDEN. 

All  employees  are  especially  cautioned  not  to  recommend  or  favor  in  anyway 
whatsoever  any  particular  dip  for  the  treatment  of  cattle  or  sheep  for  scabies.  Any 
one  of  the  preparations  permitted  in  official  dipping  may  be  used  as  specified  in 
Bureau  instructions,  but  the  owner  of  the  animals  shall  always  select  the  one  of  the 
permitted  dips  to  be  used.  All  inquiries  regarding  the  efficiency  of  dips  should  be 
referred  to  the  Washington  office  for  reply. 


FORM  OF  APPLICATION  FOR  LEAVE  WITHOUT  PAY. 

It  is  noted  that  employees  applying  for  leave  of  absence  without  pay  have  in  some 
nstances  made  use  of  the  forms  intended  for  application  for  annual  leave  or  exten- 
sion of  annual  leave  on  account  of  sickness,  altering  them  by  the  insertion  of  the 
words  ' '  without  pay ' '  or  other  similar  change.  These  forms  should  be  used  only 
for  the  purposes  intended,  and  all  applications  for  leave  without  pay  should  be 
made  by  letter  addressed  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  through  the  inspector  in  charge 
at  the  station  where  the  employee  requesting  leave  is  assigned. 


FREE  TRANSPORTATION  TO  BE  SHOWN  IN  EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS. 

Employees  will  observe  the  following  requirement  in  rendering  expense  accounts: 
When  travel  is  performed  without  cost — i.  e. ,  on  a  pass  or  other  courtesy  extended 
by  transportation  companies — the  fact  should  be  set  forth  in  the  voucher  with  the 
notation  "no  charge."
